Cards were on the 
table where her husband had been play- 
ing solitaire, waiting for his stepson 
Dale McAlpine, and Dale’s wife to 
return home. 

Finding that her husband was not in 
the bedroom, Mrs. McAlpine went out 
into the corridor. From there she saw 
that the downstairs rooms were 
lighted. She called to her hus- 
band, but there was no _ answer. 
She then summoned her son Dale. H»> 
followed through the lower floor rooms 
to the basement door, which the mother 
and son found open. 

Shot Was Not Heard. 

No shot or other disturbing noise 
had been heard, according to Mrs. Mc- 
Alpine. 

According to the story told Chief 
Troyer, young McAlpine found his step- 
father lying face downward under the 
basement steps. A window opening into 
the basement coal bin had ben removed, 
but set clear of the opening There was 
sufficient space, however, for a person 
to enter. As soon as he had discovered 
the body, young McAlpine hurried to 
telephone a doctor.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—BKarnest 
Jaumsen, the young Russian Socialist 
writer detained by the immigration au- 
thorities at Boston, has been dérdered 
released.

John Lind Reported to Favor 
Change to Clear Way for 
Coming Election. 
MEXICO CITY, Aug. 146.—John Lind, 
President Wilson’s envoy, has had sev- 
eral meetings with Frederico Gamboa, 
Minister of Foreign Relations, which 
have deen most pleasant and cor- 
dial. It is said that Lind is urg- 
ing Gamboa to become Provisional 
President and this would bring about 
recognition from Washington. Huerta

President Huertadoes not fail to ap- 
preciate that what the United States 
thas thus done in this case is only the 
first step of several which President 
Wilson has decided to take, if neces- 
sary.

Chicago Speculator Who Retired 
Began Buying When Present 
Drouth Began.

CHICAGO, Aug. 16.—James A: Patten, 


whose deals in grain and cotton in the 
last decade have attracted world-wide 


attention, is once more the central fig- 
ure in a speculation that is causing the

As there are less than 
1,000,000 bushels of contract corn avail- 
able for delivery in Chicago public ele- 
vators and the farmers are refusing to 
ship their old corn to market pending 
the outcome of the new crop, it begins 
to look ap if those who have sold for 
next month’s delivery are in a tight 
place. 

September corn has Jumped to 75 cents 
on the Board of Trade, the highest price 
of the year. The market recalled some 
of Patten’s former deals, so intense was 
the excitement accompanying the ad- 
vance. ;

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SULZER AND GLYNN IGNORE 
EACH OTHER AS GOVERNOR 


Indications Are That No Change in Situation 
Will Occur Before Legislature Meets on 


Tuesday—Glynun Declines Court Trial. 


* 


By Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 18.—All nego- 
tiations toward having the courts de- 
cide wha is the Governor of New 
York were declared off today. For 
the third consecutive day, William 


TSilzer, “the” fmpeached™ Governrer,—and 


Martin H. Glynn, who was elected 
Lieutenant-Governor, occupied  of- 
fices in the Capitol, each claiming to 
be the chief executive. 

Indications were that the deadlock 
would last until the meeting of the 
Legislature next Tuesday, if not 
longer. 

Neither claimant endeavored to in- 
terfere in any way with the other. 

Each seemed to be marking time 
waiting for the other to take the 
offensive. 

The breach between Sulzer and Glynn 
is complete and there will be no further 
conference between their counsel, so 
far as is known, on the question of sub- 
mitting the controversy to the courts. 
D. Cady Herrick, Sulzer’s chief counsel, 
in so announcing today, said that he did 
not expect to make public any plans of 
lawyers for the impeached executive. 

‘“‘We are preparing our case for trial,”’ 
Herrick said. 

Interviewers asked Herrick what the 
next move would be. 

“I don’t know that there will be a 
next move,” he replied. 

The proposal of William Sulzer, the 
impeached Governor, that he and his 
rival lay their respective claims before 
the courts for speedy settlement came 
to grief last night. Lieutenant-Governor 
Glynn, who claims that he is Acting 
Governor by virtue of Sulzer’s impeach- 
ment, notified Sulzer that he had no in- 
tention of asking any court save the 
court for the trial of impeachment to 
decide the question. 

Thought Settlement Near, 

Glynn's refusal places the entire situ- 
ation at sea again. Indications late yes- 
terday afternoon were that there would 
be an amicable adjustment. Lawyer: 
representing the contestants conferred 
regarding possible methods of taking 
the issue into court and it Was generally 
expected that a wiy of doing this would 
be devised. Glynn's refusal to arbitrate 
was a distinct surprise to  Sulzer’s 
friends. 

“It is beyond my power to barter 
away any of the functions attached ‘o 
the office in which I am placed by your 
impeachment,” reads Glynn’s reply to 
Sulzer’s suggestion. “Any attempt on 
my part to do so or to stipulate a meth- 
od by which it might be uone would 
properly place me in the position you

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now occupy—that of being impeached for 
malfeasance in office. I cannot and will 
not attempt to do it. 

“The decision of the court of im- 
peachment, once made, is binding on 
every court and every person in the 
State and must be so respected and 
treated. Any attempt to interfere with 
the jurtsdiction of the proceedings of 
such court of impeachment by any 
member of any lower court would be 
as futile as would any attempt of a 
Justice of the Peace to enjoin the 


Chief Judge of the Court of Appeals 
from exercising his functions as such 
Chief Judge. 

“I hold myself in readiness to perform 


every function of the office of Governor 
except in so far as I am restrained by 
vour illegal action or by physical force.” 

No one was willing to forecast this 
morning what the day,.would bring forth. 

Among the reports current was one 
that Glynn expected to go in person tu 
the executive chamber and attempt to 
perform the duties of Governor. Sulzer 
asserted that he did not intend to relin- 
quish any of the rights of the govern- 
orship. 

The words “physical force” were 
brought into the controversy for the 
first time by Glynn’s letter. 

Last night was the worst passed by 
Mrs. Sulzer since she became ill of a 
nervous disorder several days ago, but 
her condition this morning was less 
alarming, according to bulletins issued 
by the attending physicians. 

A bulletin prepared by Dr. Abrahams, 
a New York specialist, says: 

“I arrived at the bedside at 1 o’clock 
this morning. Mrs. Sulzer’s condition 
was as follows: 

“Temperature and pulse increasing; 
she complains of headache and mental 
depression and had two fainting spells. 
She sleeps restlessly and the little sleep 
was increased by sedatives.”’

In one section it 
is said only a 24-hour ‘“‘soaking’”’ rain 
can alleviate osntirely hardships to 
drouth. Where wells and streams are 
dry, a heavy precipitation is regarded 
necessary to replace the exhausted wa- 
ter supply. 

Temperatures that for 12 days have 
hovered above the 100 mark, fell to- 
day in Southern Kansas and Northern 
Oklahoma because of showers and 
clouds, but according to the United 
States Weather Bureau here, there were 
evidences of a thirteenth day of extreme 
heat generally over Missouri, Kansas 
and Oklahoma. 


Inch of Rain at Some Points. 
Arkansas City, Kan., reported heavy 


rain falling this morning over.a wide 
section of Southern Kansas. The tem- 
perature at Arkansas City was 15 de- 
grees below yesterday's. Hutchinson, 
Kan., reported rain, amounting in some 
places in the vicinity to nearly an inch. 

Northern Oklahoma has attained great 
relief through showers that began yes- 
terday afternoon and continued today. 

Light showers fell in this city yester- 
day in the midst of bright sunshine. 
The principal benefit furnished was the 
cooling of the atmosphere and burning 
pavements. Hundreds of children and 
in many instances their parents rushed 
into the street and stood in the rain.

The heat through the night was 80 
stifling that few attempted to sleep in- 
doors. There was a breeze, but it was 
so hot that many persons turned on the 
lawn sprinklers and slept on the lee 
side of them for rhe sake of water- 
cooled air. 

Rain was reported in Kingman and 
Harp counties of Kansas last nigh* 
An inch of water tell at Wellington, 
Kan., half an inch at Sedgwick and a 
shower in Butler County.

LONDON, Aug. 16.—The British Gov- 
ernment, believing that the militant suf- 
frage movement is dying out, has made 
it known that it will not oppose the de- 
parture of the suffragettes to other 
countries. It is stated that there are not 
now over forty militant suffragettes 
remaining in the kingdom. 

At the recent gathering in Hyde Park 
100,000 nonmilitant suffragettes weer in 
attendance. The departure of Miss An- 
nie Kenney to the Continent a few days 
ago and the fact that Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst was permitted to sail for 
France today, are therefore taken to in- 
dicate a decline of the movement. 

Mrs. Pankhurst, the militant suffra- 
gist leader, bid farewell to England last 
night.- She crossed the channel from 
Southampton to Havre. She had been 
put on “license’’ under the “cat and 
mouse’ act and the police did not try 
to prevent her leaving. 

Mrs. Pankhurst was sentenced to a 
term of three years penal servitude on 
a charge of conspiracy at the London 
sessions on April 3 this year. In a 
speech in the court she declared she 
would fight to the end, and since her 
condemnation she has compelled the 
authorities to release ner on a number 
of occasions owing to fear: that she 
would die from the effects of “hunger 
and thirst strike.” 

Miss Christabel Pankhurst, daughter 
of Mrs. Pankhurst and chief organizer 
of the militant suffrage organization, 
has been living in Paris for some 
months, She directs from there the 
campaign of the militant women in En- 
gland. 

Mrs. Pankhurst has gone away for 
what her friends call a “rest cure’ 
which they say will probably be extend- 
ed to the United States. 

Miss Annie Kenney, another militant, 
preceded Mrs. Pankhurst to the con- 
tinent and it is expected that Miss 
Sylvia Pankhurst will follow as soon 
as she has sufficiently recovered from 
her latest “hunger and thirst strike.” 

The police authorities will not attempt 
to bar the egress of the militant lead- 
ers and would in fact be only too de- 
lighted to assist them to emigrate.

ers, testified before the House Lobby 
Committee that he was now being 
paid a weekly salary of $75 }y the 
New York World, which printed the 
original Mulhall charges. McMichaels 
explained he was being paid under 
an agreement to write a ‘story about 
"20 years a House employe” after 
the lobby investigation was over. 

Attorney J. Easby Smith, repre- 
senting Congressman J. T. McDer- 
matt, told the committee he would 
bring Allan A. Irvine, a Government 
supply contractor of this city to tes- 
tify that McMichaels had informed 
Irvine that he would receive a weekly 
salary until he had corroborated Mul- 
hall's testimony. 

“T have a contract to begin after 
this hearing but I don’t think you have 
any right to inquire into my private 
business,” retorted McMichaels when 
pressed for details. The committee 
finally required @ fuller answer. 

Agreement Not in Writing. 

‘“T am under a verbal agreement—not 
one in writing,’’ began McMichaels. “I 
am out of a job and must make a liv- 
ing. So I agreed to write a story of 
20 years a House employe, but it was 
expressly understood I was not to write 
it until after this investigation.’’ 

“And you receive $75 a week?’ 

‘Yes, sir.” 

“Didn’t you tell 
receive the salary for 
Mulhall?” 

“No, wir, I did not.” 

“Didn’t you tell Irvine that if Rep- 
resentative McDermott would pay you 
$325 he owed you, you would not say a 
word to hurt him?’ demanded Smith. 
“Did you intend to suppress all you 
have told if McDermott paid you the

“Absolutely not,’’ insisted McMichaels:

“He seldom blew his’n,” said Mc-

The story told by McMichaels yester- 
day was graphic, breezy and highly en- 
tertaining. Many members of the House 
were present, but the most interested 
person in the room was Representative 
McDermott, who sat within 20 feet of 
McMichaels, facing him. Sometimes his 
face, flushed, was bowed below the edge 
of tre table. 


Is a Tinner by Trad 
“T am a tinner by trade, — IT worked 


as a mechanic when I first came here,” 
said McMichaels at the outset. “I com- 
\menced to work for the House 22 years 
ago as a folder. A Pennsylvania Con- 
gressman stood sponsor for me for 
years. James T. McDermott became my 
sponsor in 1911. I was chief page and 
doorkeeper in the press gallery and ele- 
vator conductor in succession. I was 
chief page about seventeen or eighteen 
years on the Democratic side.’’ 

“When did you first meet Representa- 
tive McDermott?” asked Chairman Gar- 
rett. 

“I met McDermott March 4, when’ he 
was sworn in for the Sixtieth Congress. 
After that McDermott and I were to- 
gether every day. I helped him in his 
office and qpened and answered many 
letters to him. Most of his constituents 
seemed to be hard up; they requested 
everything from shoes to money for 
house rent. He said most of the re- 
quests were holdups. 

“I was paid irregularly by McDermott. 
Sometimes I got. $10 and at others $20. 
McDermott was always hard pressed. 
He got me to collect his clerk hire 
money before it was due. The clerk of 
the House would date the check the first 
of the coming month, when, it was due. 
and I would get Heidenheiner, a pawn- 
shop man, to cash it. From December, 
1907, to July, 1913, I served McDermott 
as clerk. When Congress was not in 
session I had charge of McDermott's 
office.”’ 

“Did Mr.‘ McDermott let you open all 
of his mail?” 

Brother-in-Law Franked Mail. 

“Yes, with.one exception. He told me 
when I recognized a letter from his 
brother-in-law, Mr. Fleming, who was 
then in Chicago, not to open it, but to 
turn it over to him. I always knew the 
letters from Mr. Fleming, tor they were 
franked with the McDermott frank.”’ 

The witness told of being introduced 
to Mulhall, and said: 

“Col. Mulhall asked me what I did 
for a living. I told him, and he said 
he would like to have me do something 
for him. He said that he would make 
it worth while for me. The first thing 
he asked me to do was to send out some 
Congressional Records. He gave me the

McDermott know how much I had ani 
he was afraid to let me know what he 
had. I have an affidavit from Sam 
Regan, barkeeper at Fritz Reuter’s then. 
saying that McDermott used to give him 
20 bucks to keep and kepttwo bucks 
himself, so that if I wanted to borrow 
from him he could say that he did not 
have but $2. That is the game we 
worked.” 

Saw McDermott Get $100. 

McMichaels told of conferences at 
Fritz Reuter’s with Col. Mulhall, Mc- 
Dermott and Louis Fernandez, a Span- 
ish Count. The Count saw McMichaeis 
receive $100 from Col. Mulhall in the 
fall of 1911, said the witness. 

“One night at Fritz Reuter’s,’’ said 
McMichaels, “Congressman McDermott, 
Mulhall, myself and others drew up a 
resolution to investigate the N. A. M 
using the correspondence of Col. Mul- 
hall as a basis. 

‘“*‘McDermott was to see Speaker Clark, 
majority Leader Underwood and Mr 
Mann about introducing the resolution.

Contented labor is an element of national pros- 
perity. Ability to work constitutes the capital 
and the wage of labor the income of a vast num- 
ber of our population and this interest should 
be jealously protected. 

In their present struggle our fellow workmen 
are not asking unreasonable indulgence, but as 
intelligent citizens they seek the same consider- 
ation which those demand who have other in- 
terests at stake. 

They should receive their full share of the 
care and attention of those who make and execute 
the laws to the end that the wants and needs of 
the employers and employed shall be alike sub- 
served and the prosperity of the country, the 
common heritage of both, be advanced. As re- 
lated to this subject we wish to call the atten- 
tion of our fellow workmen. While we should 
not discourage the immigration of those whe 
come to acknowledge allegiance to our Govern- 
ment and add to our population, yet, as a means 
of protection to our workingmen a different rule 
should provide concerning those who, if they 
do come, or are brought to our land do not in- 
tend to become Americans, but will injuriously 
compete with those justly entitled to our ele of 
labor. 

In @ free country-the curtailment of the abso- 
lute rights of its citizens should only be such 
as is essential to the peace and good order of 
the community.

Clouds and Weather. 


EALLY there are scarcely any 
clouds of bad omen, except the 
rapid cirrus and the cirro-cumu- 
lus. Those dark gray and biack 

clouds, those nimbus and cumulo-nim- 
bus, as they are called, seen in time 
of rain or storm, do not announce a de- 
pression, they accompany it; they are 
not a prognostication, but a manifesta- 
tion of bad weather. 

Cirrus clouds, so valuable to the fore- 
caster, may serve also at night when 
we cannot see them directly. When they 
pass across the face of the moon they 
are the cause of the “halo” or “ring,” 
as the case may be. The sight of such 
@ halo around the moon is proof of the 
presence of cirrus and generally means 
a change in the weather. 

Certain other symptoms he 
Sagacity of the weather moma ey 

Look at a train rushing across the 
country. The steam escapes in white 
clouds from the locomotive’s smoke- 
stack, but it may issue in several dif- 
ferent ways. If it forms a long, 
flocky streak, recalling the appearance 
of the cumulus clouds upon the hori- 
zon, it shows that the vapor is con- 
densing easily in air that is therefore 
humid, and this humidity is always 
favorable to rain. If, on the contrary, 
the puffs of vapor dissipate in the air 
almost immediately on issuing from the 
smokestack this means that the con- 
densed drops are evaporating rapidly so 
the dry air does not present a condition 
favorable to rain. It is therefore a 
sign that permits us to hope for fine 
weather. No one of these directions 
taken alone will give certainty, but tak-

T is the fashion nowadays to turn to 
| the sctentist for explanations of 
everything, more particularly of the 
weather phenomena which come 
daily under our notice. And the scien- 
tist, on his side, is always quite ready 
to furnish these explanations. But 
scientific explanations are hard to re- 
member and not of much practical use 
to any except those learned in science 
What most people need are not expla- 
nations of the facts, but the facts them- 
selves and what they portend. The 
former they can get by observation. The 
latter are nowhere so clearly and con- 
cisely given as in the old weather 
proverbs, now falling into undeserved 
disrepute. 

Prof. W. J. Humphreys of the United 
States Weather Bureau in an article 
entitled ‘“‘Seme Useful Weather Prov- 
erbs,” printed in the year book of the 
Department of Agriculture, has done a 
good deal to restore them to their right- 
ful place. 

Here are a few of the oldest and most 
famous, with Prof. Humphrey’s scien 
tific explanation of their truth. 

“Frost year, fruit year; year of snow, 
fruit will grow;” “A year of snow, a 
year of plenty” and “A late spring 
never deceives,” all three of which 
mean the same thing, are very easily 
explained. If the winter is a norma! 
one, with plenty of frost and snow, and 
spring comes at the right time, it is not 
possible for the fruit trees to blossom 
prematurely and be later killed by hard 
frost or destroyed by alternate . thaw- 
ing and freezing. Consequently, all thie 
proverb means, and its meaning is 
quite obvious, is that normal seasons 


mean normal fruft crops. 

Here is a still commoner one, and one 
that interests everybody: 

“A red sun has water in his eye.” 

A red sunset indicates the presence 
of rain elements. If the sky near the 
western horizon is yellow, greenish or 
any of these more delicate colors, it is 
a sign that there is less vapor conden- 
sation in the atmosphere than in the 
case of red, although the red does not 
indicate quite enough water vapor to 
cause rain. 

Here are the certain signs of rain in 
the evening sun: ° 

“Tf the sun set in gray, 

The next will be a rainy day. 

If the sun goes pale to bed, 
"Twill rain tomorrow, it is said.” 

The explanation of this phenomenon 
is simple. The space between our earth 
and the sun is filled with particles of 
dust. When the water droplets itn the 
atmosphere are #0 numerous as to sat- 
urate these particles the sky seems to 
be overcilouded with a uniform gray, for 
the sun is obscured. Rainfall is certain 
te follow this phenomenon,

But there are other and equally de- 
pendable signs of rain, such as the halos 
and coronas that sometimes surround 
the sun and moon. One of the proverbs 
in this class is: 

“The nearer the ring, the bigger the 
wet.’”’ 

These halos and ,coronas are caused 
by storm clouds. If they seem smal! it 
means that the clouds are the result of 
storm far distant. If, on the other hand, 
they seem nearer and therefore bigger, 
it indicates that the clouds are low down 
and that the storm is not far off. 

There is one set of proverbs, however, 
which Prof. Humphreys attacks, declar- 
ing there is no basis of truth in them. 
They are the proverbs relative to the 
influence of the moon on the weather. 
He says there is absolutely no connec- 
tion between that body and our weather 
phenomena beyond a small tidal effect 
on the atmosphere, which is recorded by 
the barometer. 

He grants, however, that the appear- 
ance of the moon may be taken as an 
indication of weather conditions. 

“Clear moon, frost soon.” ‘Moonlight 
night has the heaviest frost” and other 
proverbs of this class have a scientific 
foundation, for on clear nights the earth 
gtves out most of its heat and conse- 
quently, owing to the fall in the tem- 
perature, frost or dew is more probable 
than on other nights. . 

There is yet another proverb connect- 
ed with the moon: “Sharp horns do 
threaten windy weather.” 

When the horns of the moon are 
clearly discernible by the naked eye, 
it means that there is nothing in the 
atmosphere to obscure them. An atmos- 
phere as clear as this generally indi- 
cates that it has been swept by the 
winds in the upper ether, and these 
winds will probably reach the earth be- 
fore long. 

There are other proverbs too numerous 
to mention which are equally well 
founded and reliable. They are gener- 
ally the result of close observation on 
the part of those most interested in 
watching the signs and portents of the 
heavens, and, in very few cases, can 
science disprove them. Even in these 
cases the point is a matter of dispute 
not only between scfentist and old 
weather prophet, but between scientist 
and scientist as well.

And he persevered until he became one 
of the greatest artists the world has 
even known. 

He was just as stubborn in his atten- 
tions to the pretty Juana, though the 
chances of making love to a well-guard- 
ed Spanish maiden were then, as they 
are now, very few and far between. But 
he pursued his love affair until finally 
Pacheco consented to the match and 
the young people were married in 1618, 
when Velasquez was but 19 years old 
and his bride a year or two younger. 

This love match turned out to be an 
fdeal marriage. Velasquez remained de- 
voted to his wife all his life, and on her 
part he so occupied both her mind and 
heart that she died of grief eight days 
after his death. 

The story goes, that so appreciative 
was the King of Spain of th'!s boy from 
Seville, that, one day on entering the 
studio and finding Velasquez at work 
on his own portrait, the King took the 
paint brush from the artist's hand and 
painted the red crose of Santiago on the

TESTIFY FOR THEM 


Diggs, on Trial on on Mann Act 
Charge in Case of Two Girls, 
to Go on Stand. 


By Associated Press. = 
SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 16.~—Maury IL 
Diggs, in leaving the Federal Building 
by a side entrance, to shield his wife, 
bis mother, his father and three aunts 
from public curiosity, was ambushed by 
a squad of newspaper photographers. 
The women tried to run, but the pho- 
tographers kept pace with them, snafp- 
ping their cameras as they gave chase. 
Somebody snatched at a camera. 
Somebody hit a photographer in the 
face, bystanders joined in, and in an 


instant there was a free-for-all fight * 


at the center of a swirling crowd. Drew 
Caminetti was swept into the vortex 
and began to struggle with the rest. 
It became so complicated that the squad 
of police who came running bundled the 
whole party of principals into the pa- 
trol wagon and took them to the near 
est station. 

There it developed, ‘ after much argu- 
ment, that one photographer had been 
hammered on the head with something 
what or by whom he could not be sure. 
A reporter said that the photographer 
had been hit in the face with his own 
camera. As the upshot of the whole 
affair of last night, Diggs was released 
and @ friend of Ms, & law clerk, was 
gharged with battery. 

Wives te Take Stand. 

In the more serious troubles that just 
now engross the attention of Diggs, the 
Government had rested and the defense 
had taken up the burden of proving 
that he and F. Drew Caminetti did not 
transport Marsha Warrington and Lola 
Norris from Sacramento to Reno for 
improper purposes, in violation of the 
Mann act. 

Counsel for the defense announced 
that Mrs. Diggs and Mrs. Caminetti, 
the two injured wives, would take the 
stand for their husbands, and that 
Diggs would tastify in his own behalf. 
With these three witnesses the defense 
plans to close its case, not later than 
Wednesday. 

So far as the opening statement of At- 
torney Devlin for the defense indicated, 
no attempt will be made to show that 
the two girls did not accompany the 
two young married men to Reno, that 
Diggs did not buy the ticketa and 
Caminetti drew the money, or that 
their relations did not fall within the 
language of the statute. 

“We shall show,” said Attorney Dev- 
lin to the Judge, “that the purpose of 
this trip was not as stated tn the in- 
dictment; that it was the intention of 
the defendants only to leave Sacramen- 
to for a short time to avoid notoriety; 
that they had first intended to go to
